STRIKE RIOTS NEAR 
REVOLUTIONARY 


BERLIN. Sept. 28.— “ The clashes 
of the last two nights between the 
strikers in the Mobiat precincts were 
nothing 
less than 
the signs of a 
grave revolution. 
They 
were im-' 
m e a s u r a b l e , more severe, than a t ­ 
tack! on police.” 
TKis was the import of an official 
com m unication the governm ent de­ 
claring the revolutionary character 
of the dem onstration 
was 
plainly 
seen. 
The revolt was organization down 
to the smallest details, it is said, and 
the rioters answ ered to a complete 
system 
The strikers sang th e Mar­ 
seilles. the hymn of the revolution­ 
ists. 
Observers of the 
outbreak 
are 
crediting it to the socialists, as the 
re su lt of discontent of this faction. 
The q u a r te r in which the rioting oc­ 
curred is given over largely to w ork­ 
men and small tradesmen. It was *he 
houses of such people from which at­ 
tacks were made on the police.

A record is mad** of a hog 6 birth 
of the events of its life and of its 
death. Yet in over half of the I nited 
States a h u m a n being can be born 
and can die w ithout official record 
being m ade of either event. 
The United States is nearly the 
only civilized 
country which does 
not collect vital statistics. The C en- 
sus bureau has striven for years to 
educate the states to enforce the re­ 
cording of these most im p o rta n t sta 
tistics. As a result record is now k ept 
of the m o rtality or death statistics 
for about 55.3 per cent of the total 
population. This year for the first 
time the birth 
ra te statistics for 
some of the states, will be published 
by the government. 
The territory in which the m o r­ 
tality figures are recorded is alm ost 
wholly in the n o rth e rn part of th e 
I country so that it is ad m itte d by the 
census reports that they are 
not a 
sound basis upon which to estim ate 
the n ation's death rate, particularly 
as the high death rate of th e negro 
population of the south is elim inat- 


j ed. 
The birth ra te figures will not 
; cover a large enough portion of the 
total area of the c o u n try to allow 
of any national estimate.
